Post-war relations, it points out, 
risk becoming highly embittered, 
not to say endangered, by the con- 
flicting ideologies of belligerent 
Allies who united exclusively in 
the face of common danger. 


“Will the redeeming principles 
of Christianity give way to dialec- 
tic materialism and its atheistic 
corollaries?” the study asks.

What Brand Of ‘Democracy’ 
Finds Mr. Molotov’s Favor 
For European Consumption? 


BY J. J. GILBERT 


Washingtén, Nov. 12.—A section of Foreign Minister 
Molotov’s recent anniversary speech in Moscow which went 
relatively unnoticed at the time it was given is now provok- 
ing considerable thought, as observers re-read the text of 
the address. It is the part in which Mr. Molotov insisted 
again that Russia is a democracy, and even went further— 


declaring that all other democracies® 


are inferior to it. .» 


This is, of course, the old tactic 
of confusing the situation, which 
communists have utilized long and 
constantly. As “democracy” was 
a kind of pass-word in the world- 
struggle of the United Nations, it 
is understandable that it should 
achieve a certain currency in So- 
viet Russia. 


But for Mr. Molotov, in a speech 
he knew would be flashed to all the 
world, to boast of the “democracy” 
of the Bolsheviks, and to belittle 
the democracy of other lands, is 
hard for an American or Briton to 
understand. They are inclined to 
see in it something more than that 
old-fashioned “Fourth of July ora- 
tory” of this country, where vwc- 
casionally the orator gave vent to 
expressions which even he himself 
didn’t believe. 

Mr. Molotov doesn’t explain how 
Russia has “democracy,” and of a 
superior sort, at the same time it 
has a one-party political set-up as 
ruthless and as exclusive as was 
national “democracies,” communists 
could not make speeches, agitate 
and run for office in these 
countries. 

As a basis for Russian “democ- 
racy,’ Mr. Molotov cited “the high 
degree of activity of our innumer- 
able trade unions, production, cul- 
tural, sports and other working- 
class organizations.” And yet, upon 
reflection, it is seriously to be 
doubted if there ever could be in 
Russia a Labor Government such 
as there is today in England. 

Mr. Molotov said the high degree 
of activity of these organizations 
in Russia “reveals a democracy of 
the people that they did not know 
m the old days and that cannot 
exist in any other states, divided 


as they are into classes of oppres-, 


sors and oppressed, a thing that 
Soviet power has long put an end 
to in our country.” 

Of course, some will say that 
this is just a sort of oratorical 
exuberance, and no more than was 
to be expected on such an occasion 
—the celebration of the twenty- 
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eighth anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution. But 1t takes on added 
significanee, when read in connec- 
tion with another expression of 
Mr. Molotov’s in the same address. 

“Another fact of no mean im- 
portance for the future of Europe,” 
Mr. Molotov said, “is that a num- 
ber of fascist and semi-fascist 
states have now entered on the 
road to democracy and are endeav- 
oring to establish relations of 
friendship with the Allied nations. 
It is clear that the reinforcement 
of democratic principles in these 
countries, instead of being  ob- 
structed, should be promoted.” 

Thus, in one address, Mr. Molotov 
has indicated that Russia thinks 
the only democrac: worth bothering 
with is the “democracy” she has, 
and has let it be known that Soviet 
Russia is in favor of encouraging 
democracy where it can in Europe. 
One would be pardoned for thinking 
that Russia is in favor of institut- 
ing one-party “democracy” every- 
where in Europe, of fixing it so 
labor unions can’t strike, so radi- 
eals can't agitate, so newspapers 
can’t view domestic situations with 
alarm, ete. “. 

This may sound astonishing as 
you read it here. It didn’t seem 
to interest many people—at least at 
first—when Mr. Molotov said it. 
And yet he said the same thing. 
He said that “democratic princi- 
ples” wherever they are mani- 
festing themselves in Europe “in- 
stead of being obstructed, should be 
promoted.” He said, too, that Rus- 
sia has the best “democracy.” It 
may be logically assumed that 
since he wants democracy for Eur- 
ope, he wants Europe to have the 
“hest,” that is, the brand of “de- 
mocracy” practiced in Russia. 

One wonders if Mr. Molotov has 
read the 1944 Christmas Message 
of His Holiness Pope Pius XII, in 
which the Holy Father spoke lucid- 
ly and inspiringly on the character- 
isties of a democratic State, and of 
the citizens and officials within such 
a State. It was in this message 
that His Holiness said “The people, 
and a shapeless multitude (or, 
as it is called ‘the masses’) are two 
distinct concepts.”

OU, who have been reading 

this paper regularly, hardly 
need to be informed that there is a 
concerted effort on the part of the 
sworn enemies of Christianity to 
arouse this nation, with Protestant 
support, against alleged intrigues 
of the Catholic Church. The editors 
of sectarian journals, not conscious

Nursery Rhyme Appeal 


Here was the sticking point for 
Augustine. Wrestling with his de- 
cision he tells in his Confession how 
the nursery rhyme of a little child, 
“Take up and read, take up and 
read,” captured his attention. 
Taking the Scripture he began to 
read and his eyes fell upon that 
text of St. Paul: “Not in revelry 
and drunkenness, not in debauchery 
and wantongess, not in strife and 
jealousy. But put on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and as for the flesh, 
take no thought for its lusts.” 
(Romans 13: 13-14). 


That was all; but that was 
enough. Across 300 years Paul had 
spoken to Augustine and Augustine 
heard him. Today Augustine speaks 
with Paul’s words and they bear 
for us the same freight of rich 
meaning that they did for him in 
the 5th century. Only when man 
has put on the Lord Jesus Christ 
has he any adequate protection 
against the world’s slow stain. 

The world is forever holding up as 
romantic those who get bogged in 
the mire of pleasure, those who are 
too weak to admit their guilt; and 
yet such people are never happy. 
There is little romance in their 
lives. The saints, however, Augus- 
tine and Paul and many more, are 
witnesses to the fact that no man 
can be happy while he serves in 
the courts of pleasure. He can only 
be happy when he comes to. grips 
with and conquers his lower nature, 
when he denies himself and puts on 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


The Same Problems 


In a larger sense, larger than the 
purely personal aspects of Augus- 
tine’s life, he has a great meaning 
for our time. The problems he 
faced are substantially the same 
problems which severely test us 
today . . . barbarism on the out- 
side, refined materialism and pagan- 
ism within .,. each weakening so- 
ciety, each making it possible for 
society to come crashing down in 
ruin and desolation.

‘“Problems these questions bring 
forth demand solution founded on 
ground much muvre fertile — than 
that offered by the mere desire to 
compromise on purely utilitarian 
principles.” 

Quoting from Communist Party 
rules and regulations concerning 
the war against religion, “which 
occupies a special place” and “must 
be carried on systematically and 
unremittingly,” the study asserts 
that the suppression of the Comin- 
tern was but a “dissimulating ges- 
ture,” made necessary by the nazi 
invasion of Russis. 

Hitler’s ‘Crusade’ 
“Hitler,” it continues “played 
one of his most formidable moral 
trump cards when he solemnly pro- 
claimed his ‘crusade.’ In the Uk- 
raine the dissidence of Bishop 
Polycarpus Sikorsky, Orthodox, 
caused a sensation within the ranks 
of the Moscow Hierarchy, while ef- 
forts were made by the Govern- 
ment to hush this news and the 
fast spreading repercussions, which 
became the talk of the Russian 
capital.” 


Pointing out that the “Govern- 
ment underwent spasms of moral 
tremor and extreme political an- 
xiety in the face of this ‘crusade’,” 
and that this “marked one of the 
turning points of its attitude not 
only toward worshippers but par- 
ticularly toward the clergy, upon 
which it was suddenly necessary to 
rely for appeals to patriotism,” the 
study reviews efforts of the Soviet 
Government to obtain sympathy 
and aid in America, recalls the spe- 
cial protocol entered into between 
President Roosevelt and Foreign 
Commissar Litvinoff in 1933, regu- 
lating in principal religious free- 
dom for Americans living on So- 
viet territory, and the statement 
of President Roosevelt, published 
in Pravda, stating that the Soviet 
Constitution guaranteed freedom 
of worship. 

These maneuvers the study as- 
serts, were followed by a state- 
ment by the chief of the Soviet In- 
formation Bureau, indicatmg a de- 
sire on the part of the Government 
“to attenuate the moral obstacles 
standing in the way of all-out 
American effort to help the Soviet 
Government.” : 

The suppression of anti-reli- 
gious propaganda, the closing of 
anti-religious museums, the publi- 
cation in the Soviet press of arti- 
cles extolling religious belief, the 
eagerness of the Soviet censorship 
to let pass photos and articles on 
the intense religious activity of the 
country — these were indirect re- 
sults of the invasion of Russia and 
the consequent necessity of obtain- 
ing aid and sympathy abroad, the 
study states. 

Official Godlessness Maintained 


Asserting that the Government’s 
apparent change of attitude toward 
religion in no way indicated an 
abandonment of official Godless- 
ness, the study cites the present 
conduct of Soviet autherities, the 
complete absence of chaplains from 
the Soviet armed forces. the in- 
structions in Marxism carried on 
among the soldiers, the rules and 
regulations of Communist manuals 
still in use, the criticism published 
by Pravda of March 17, 1945, in a 
book review of Mr. Walter Lipp- 
mann’s “United States War Aims,” 
the continuing restrictions against

It has been said that the first 
easualty of the war is Truth. If 
one may judge by the letters of 
the last few weeks, the war’s great- 
est casualty is the home. Heart- 
broken mothers, heartsick fathers 
and disheartened youths all tell 
the same story: the broken unity 
of the home is the symbol of the 
broken unity of the world. 


There is one common character- 
,istic of most of the letters on this 
subject, namely, the shifting of 
blame. Parents blame schools, the 
students blame the teachers and in 


First consider the parents who 
blame the schools. One parent 
whom we will quote as a type of 
many, wrote: “I have sent one 
son and one daughter to our State 
University, but I find on their re- 
turn, not only a declining respect 
for parental authority, but even a 
growing disrespect for civil auv- 
thority. Is not the school to 
blame? Another parent who has 
a delinquent daughter blames the 
teacher because her child is in the 
juvenile court. 


Children Delinquent 
Because Parents Are 


It should ever be borne in mind 
that behind every delinquent child 
is a delinquent parent. Almighty 
God gave your children to you 
when they were as so much clay in 
your hands; they learned to talk 
from you; they learned their man- 
mers from you; even their sense 
of values come from you. What 
they have beeome is to a great 
extent what you have made them. 
If you spoke only French, they 
would speak French; if your lives 
are lived without any mora! basis 
or religion, their lives can hardly 
be expected to be otherwise. As a 
glass will take on the color of 
the liquid poured into it, so the 
children reflect the home. | 

Too many parents feel they have 
relinquished all their responsibility | 
to their children once they send| 
them to school. They seem to for- | 
get the teacher holds only a dele-| 
gated power and has the child| 
only six hours out of twenty-four. | 

Furthermore, if the school has 
mo concern for the soul of your 
children, there is a double re- 
sponsibility on the parent to sup- 
ply the needs of the soul. As each 
child is created. God makes a crown 
for it in heaven. It behooves par-| 
ents to examine their consciences | 
to see if they are living up to the. 
vocation not only of being fathers | 
and mothers, but also of being 
artists in fathercraft and mother- 
craft. 

As parents blame the schools, so 
we find students blaming their 
teachers. One group of letters 
from students say the reason for 
the increase in juvenile delinquency 
is due to want of sex-instruction.

Confuse Sex 
With Parenthood 


The whole business of sex edu- 
cation confuses sex with parent- 
hood. Giving examples from pollen 
and birds, elephants and amoeba, 
do not teach children the great- 
ness of affection or the dignity of 
mutually incarnating love of hus- 
band and wife in a child, Educa- 
tion which divorces the organs from 
the functions, the violin from its 
music, the machine from its pur- 
pose, either bores children or leaves 


them cynics. The solution must. 


be sought elsewhere. 

We can find it by considering the 
next difficulty presented by a stu- 
dent. “Why is it,” he wrote, “that 
I do not find that my growth in 


knowledge is not paralleled by my 
growth in virtue. I know more now 
than I did three years ago, but I 
certainly am not better.” The an- 
swer is because knowledge and 
virtue reside in two different fac- 
ulties of your soul. Your intel- 
lect is the seat of knowledge and 
your will the seat of virtue. Your 
intellect sets up the targets; but 
your will shoots the arrows of your 
choices and your acts. Granted that 
you are given a perfect target, it 
does not follow that your will must 
necessarily shoot at that target. 
It can aim even at the ground. 
Truth can be taught, and you are 
learning it, but Goodness cannot 
only be taught; it must be prac- 
ticed. All the theoretical knowl- 
edge in the world about music will 
not make you a good piano player 
unless you practice. 


Simple Principles 
For Guidance 


This brings us to a related ques- 
tion suggested by a parent: Give 
me a simple principle for guiding 
my children in the path of right- 
eousness. Here are two. 


1) Teach your children to be self- | 


disciplined. There is a bias toward 
evil in us by which we are prone 
to follow the line of least resis- 
tance rather than do our duty. We 
find very few things in nature we 
can use in the raw; food must be 
cooked; horses must be trained; 
dogs must be house-broken; gold 
must be purged by fire. But in 
these instances the discipline is 
imposed from without. 


When that is carried over to the 
human order by governments, there 
results Totalitarianism. But in the 
ease of children, the discipline must 
be self-imposed, rather than other- 
imposed. They must be taught to 
deny themselves those things that 
are wrong, and even sometimes 


things that are pleasant, that they, 


be always self-possessed, rather 
than other-possessed. They must 
be made to see that freedem is less 
inheritance than an achievement; 
that it is not an heirloom, but a 
victory. 

But this they cannot see without 
the ideals which religion supplies 
and that brings us to our second 
suggestion: Self discipline is im- 
possible without love of something 
higher than self. 

No person ever gave up anything 
without loving something or some- 
body more than that which he gave 
up. No young man will spend

Archbishop Mindszenty severely 
eriticized the new marriage code, 
which, he wrote, “seriously im- 
pairs the sanctity of marriage” 
and has eased divorce proceedings 
to such an extent that couples can 
part almost at will. 


The government decree on split- 
ting up large estates aims “at the 
economic destruction of certain 
classes of society” the Prelate 
wrote, and the wanton arrest of 
persons who are politically suspect 
appears as an “unfortunate 
abuse,” which the Archbishop de- 
nounced on behalf of all members 
of the Hungarian Hierarchy.

The Archbishop’s letter also ex- 
pressed alarm over treads in Hun- 
garian public life which permit 
“atheism to be the guiding spirit 
of our education” and “disregard 
morality and justice, while sacrile- 
gious feet trample upon the ideals 
and traditions of our past.” 


In his interview the Archbishop 
revealed that as Bishop of his 
previous diocese .f VWeszprimia he 
had been jailed, together with 26 
members of his clergy, for four 
months because they had refused 
to give in to the demands of Hun- 
gary’s former nazi-sponsored Pre- 
mier Frederic Szalasi. “Truth re- 
Mains truth, and justice remains 
justice,” the Archbishop said, ela- 
borating on the thoughts expres- 
sed in his pastoral. 


The Hungarian national elections 
resulted in a victory for the moder- 
ate Small Landholders party, 
which, according to Budapest dis- 
patches, won about 58 percent of 
the more than 4,000,000 votes cast.

Two Sees, Dies 


Marquette, Mich . Nov. 12—(NC) 
—-Bishop Joseph Gabric! Pinten, 
78, who died at St. Mary’s Hospi- 
tal, here, November 6, governed 
two Sees in the United States in 
the course of his 55 years in reli- 
gious life. As Titular Bishop of 
Sela, he had resided here since his 
retirement in November 1940, 


A native of Rockland, Mich., he 
began his priestly studies at St. 
Francis (Wis.) Seminary and com- 
pleted his studies in Rome. He was 
ordained on November 1, 1890. Up- 
on his return he filled various par- 
ochial assignments in the Mar- 
quette diocese. Eventually he was 
named pastor of the Cathedral and 
Yhancellor. In 1912, Pope Pius X 
named him a Domestic Prelate 
and he became Vicar General of 
the diocese. 


Noted for his learning, piety and 
administrative ability, he was ap- 
pointed the third Bishop of Super- 
ior in 1921 and was consecrated on 
May 3, 1922. He governed the dio- 
cese until 1926, when he became 
the fourth Bishop of Grand Rapids. 
He resigned on the golden jubilee 
of his ordination to the priesthood. 


A fervent hope that “the 
blessed example of de otion te

given during his life by Bishop 
Joseph Gabriel Pinten, will remain 
“with priests and people, to be be- 
queathed to future generations as 
part of our glorious heritage from 
the Master Himself,” was expres- 
sed by Bishop Francis J. Haas of 
Grand Rapids in his sermon at the 
Mass of Requiem for Bishop Pin- 
ten’in St. Peter’s Cathedral here.
